• The department of in¬ 
dustry. trade and commerce 
still has inadequate machin¬ 
ery for collecting revenue due 
to the government under in¬ 
dustrial aid programs. One 
firm owing $522,000 has 
agreed to pay $1,000 a week. 

• Fifteen studies have 
lieen made in the last 10 years 

on ways to co-ordinate, plan, 
control and market govern¬ 
ment publications, but the un¬ 
derlying problems still have 
not been corrected. 

• The capital cost of the 
National Arts Centre now has 
risen to $45.2 million. Under 
the terms of a 20-year lease, 
the crown corporation operat¬ 
ing the centre is responsible 
for operation and mainte¬ 
nance, but pays no rent, inter¬ 
est, or depreciation charge. 

• The National Capital 
Commission expropriated a 
block of land east of Confed¬ 
eration Square in Ottawa in 
1965 for $2.5‘million, but de¬ 
cided to drop the plan in 1970. 
It paid the owner $32,300 for 
hh> expenses and trouble, and 
incurred $12,200 expense for 
its own appraisal of the prop¬ 
erty. 

• The defence department

• Defence department 
appropriations applied to 
purposes nut authorized by 
Parliament" included ex¬ 
penses of $35,000 for flying 
James Cross from Montreal 
to Uindon. and his kidnappers 
to Cuba.

• Newfoundland. Saskat¬ 
chewan and British Columbia 


have not for three years sub¬ 
mitted proper statements of 
their costs under the Canada 
Assistance Plan by the due 
date, meaning the audit is two 
years late. 

• Investigations are still 
turning up fraudulent and ir¬ 
regular claims on the Old Age 
Security fund, but $532,000, 
has been recovered from im¬ 
proper claims totalling more 
than $1 million. 

• The National Museums 
let a $77,000 contract to a firm 
to build an animated puppet 
display of the folk tale, l.e 
Serpent au Teint Vert, in 1967. 
A year later it was found the 
puppets didn't work and a 
subcontractor had no artistic 
or technical ability. The mu¬ 
seum then spent $6,000 on a 
feasibility study, to find the 
prqjecl would cost $325,000 to 
complete.

• The National Research 
Council undertook to buy a

$30.9 million in 1970-71 on 
first-class mail service, com¬ 
pared with $525,000 the pre¬ 
vious year. Operating losses 
on second-class mail service 
went to $35.1 million from 
$28.3 million. The total post 
office deficit in 1970-71 was 
$104.5 million, compared with 
$58 9 million a year earlier 
Since then postage rates have 
been raised.

can't understand why it takes 
so long to overcome it. —

Six weeks is a long time to 
)>e laid up with phlebitis, but 
there can be reasons It may 
deiiend in pari on what kind 
of work he does. 

Phlebitis is inflammation of 
the wall of a vein, usually in 
the leg, and quite commonly 
related to varicose veins — 
one of several reasons for tak¬ 
ing care of varicose veins be¬ 
fore they get too bad. 

But there are various other 
causes injury, leg muscle 
strain, infection, blood dis-

orders, even cancer some¬ 
where m the system. 

You didn't say what treat¬ 
ment he is receiving, but 
usually the affected area is 
supported by elastic ban¬ 
dages. which should extend 
from the ankle to the thigh.

Since in his case the trouble 
ha> lasted so 1-Utg. a complete 
physical examination is in 
order, to make sure that no 
conshtulmnai disinter is in- 
v-lived, particularly a blood 
disorder, such as polycylhe- 
mia which increases coagula¬ 
tion of the blood. 

If varicose veins are 
present, they should be re¬ 
moved as soon as phlebitis 
improves; otherwise, a recur¬ 
rence of phlebitis is likely.

MOSCOW (UPI) - First 
lady Pat Nixon toured two of 
the Soviet Union's prized 
tourist attractions Wednes¬ 
day. the 32-storey Moscow 
Slate University anil GUM de¬ 
partment store, hut she com¬ 
plained. “I'm not getting to 
see the people ’ 

Surrounded by a swarm of 
la»dy guards and reporters. 
Mrs. Nixon voiced her com¬ 
plaint during a visit to the 
university a tiered yellow 
stone building with 45.UUU 
rooms that towers over Lenin 
Hills and~the- south bank of 
the Moscow River. 

For that matter. Mrs. Nixon 
said, she wasn’t even getting 
to see much of her husband, 
who has been meeting with 
Soviet leaders for three 
straight days. 

"I haven't even seen that 


guy." she laughed when asked 
if she had seen much of- the 
president since they arrived 
Monday. “He called me last 
night to say he’d be late for 
dinner, but that he'd had a 
snack.” 

At the univeisity. her hosts 
told Mrs. Nixon she saw so 
tew students because they 
were studying for final exami¬ 
nations. 

Some of the few students 
she did meet on a tour of a 
geology lab. geography class 
and the student-faculty li¬ 
brary. seemed pleased to see 
her. Others appeared an¬ 
noyed. 

She lapped a young woman 
reading a book on the 
shoulder. The girl gave the 
first lady a cursory glance 
and turned back to her read 
ing. Mrs. Nixon’s smile fal¬ 


tered and she quickly moved 
on. 

“We did not expect her. a 
girl in one classroom said. 
"We were not told. We are 
studying environment." 

On arriving. Mrs. Nixon 
went straight to the 27th floor 
to meet Vice-Rector Vladimir 
Tropin. His office commands 
the finest view of Moscow, but 
a haze covered the city. Tro¬ 
pin proudly told her the 
school “covers an area larger 
than Columbia University. 

He (Minted out several gold- 
domed cathedrals In the dis¬ 
tance and Mrs. Nixon asked. 
“How many attend those ca¬ 
thedrals?” 

The communist academi¬ 
cian smiled and said, “not 
those present.’’ 

Mrs. Nixon spend most of 
her hour-long visit in the geol¬ 
ogy' department where she 


looked at a diamond, emerald 
and moonstone choker and 
said, “my but they’re beauti¬ 
ful.” 

Mrs. Nixon returned to her 
Kremlin residence for lunch 
and a few hours rest before 
driving across Red Square to 
GUM department store.

Risky? 


OTTAWA (CP» A drug- 
substitute plan approved by 
the British Columbia govern¬ 
ment was described us pre¬ 
mature Wednesday by a 
spokesman for the Phar¬ 
maceutical Manufacturers As¬ 
sociation pf Canada 

Don Harper, a puoiic rela¬ 
tions spokesman, said the as¬ 
sociation does not oppose the 
principle of substitution but 
feels federal drug regulations 
should be changed before it is 
implemented 

He said current regulations 
require manufacturers to 
prove the safety of drugs but 
do not guarantee that all 
reaching the market are me¬ 
dically effective. 

Under a British Columbia 
order-in-council passed last 
week pharmacists would 
have the option of substituting 
cheaper drugs of satisfactory 
quality unless the prescribing 
doctor stipulated otherwise 
Harper said the association 
would not endorse substitution 
unless specifically, approved 
by the prescribing physician 
or unless the medical effec¬ 
tiveness of ail drugs reaching 
the market w as assured- 
Also, he. said, it has yet to 
be proved that substitution ac¬ 
tually results in lower pre¬ 
scription prices. 

A substitution program has 
been in effect in Alberta since 
1%2. be said, but the prov¬ 
ince’s average prescription 
price, determined in an annu¬ 
al survey by the Canadian 
Pharmacists Association, was 
the second highest in Canada 
in 1970.

Canada recently an¬ 
nounced a ban on commercial 
salmon fishing in New Bruns¬ 
wick and the Port Aux Bas¬ 
ques region of Newfoundland. 
The government has been try¬ 
ing for more than two years 
to slop salmon fishing in in¬ 
ternational waters of the 
Norllt Atlanta , where Cana¬ 
dian-spawned salmon travel. 

Davis has publicly blamed 
Danish overfishing for what 
the Canadian government 
secs as dangeroqgly^uw salm¬ 
on slocks. 

The Danish proposal for a 
gradual elimination came 
after pressure from the U.S., 
which adopted legislation ban¬ 
ning fish im(>orts from any 
country that does not practice 
conservation in the North At¬ 
lantic.

T here is an ARRESTING INCONGRUITY In 
the linited Stales’ and Soviet Union's posi¬ 
tions in Moscow anti Helsinki compared with their 
frankly inimical attitudes on Vietnam. 

At the Moscow meetings between President 
Richard Nixon and Leonid I. Brezhnev, as Commu¬ 
nist parly chief the real power in his land, there is 
some evidence of warmth, even of trust And there 
are definite signs at harmony and goodwill at Hel¬ 
sinki, where the representatives of the two nations 
are completing the draft of a strategic arms limita¬ 
tion treaty scheduled to be signed tomorrow. 

Events have moved with impressive rapidity 
since Mr. Nixon and his lady were greeted in Mos¬ 
cow Monday with stiff-necked protocol. Agreement 
has been reached for unprecedented joint space ex¬ 
periment and scientific eo operation, and there are 
prospects of some sort of commerical pact, details 
of which have not been spelled out at the time of 
writing. 

Bui in Paris neither the mainly Russian armed 
North Vietnamese nor the Americans and their 
South Vietnamese allies are prepared to taik of a 
truce in IndoChina. The killing and the destruc¬ 
tion, the terror and the pain go on. 

It must seem to many people that if the Rus¬ 
sians and Americans can sign the sort of treaty ex¬ 
pected in the strategic arms area, they ought to he 
able to produce a formula to halt the Vietnam war 
— if only because of the eontinuing risk of confroo- 
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**An Indep&mUnt ISewtimper . -» . The Organ «/ Na Clique er Party ” 
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tation it emails. Surelv they could find the means uf 
inducing their respective areas of. influence in 
Hanoi and Saigon to accept reasonable terms of 
settlement which Moscow and Washington could 
jointly guarantee. Is that too much to expect from 
enlightened leaders with this dark picture at 
misery confronting them and the world? 

They are talking in Helsinki and Moscow of 
mutually acceptable restrictions on nuclear wea|<- 
ons: 200 defensive missiles, the freezing of land- 
based offensive missile strength, and the limiting of 
missile-carrying submarines to 41 for the United 
States and 42 for the Soviet Union. True, each has 
the power to annihilate the other still. But a treaty 
will allow a halt in the senseless race for superior¬ 
ity and the vast expenditure involved. In effect, 
then, the net result will lie nothing more than lilt- 
saving of some billions of dollars and a matching 
amount of roubles — an important consideration, 
perhaps, but still not as important as stopping a 
war to which both ihese great powers have contrib 
uted larger, to prolong 

The rest of the world will be gratified a( llte 
progress of the Russo-American summit confer¬ 
ence. But it would be vastly more relieved and 
Impressed by their sincerity If Mr. Nixon and Mr. 
Brezhnev would collaborate to check the Vietnam 
disaster which, after all. would be in their own best 
interests. Only then could high hopes really be 
justified

The Nuclear Protesters 


IF NOTHING ELSE, the Gieenpeace protesters 
I focussed wide attention on the threat of nuclear 
testing when they sailed into the jaws of the Am- 
chitka monster, or made motions of doing so 
They're doing the same thing again in the planned 
explosion of another of the deadly devices, this one 
; not the making of the United States but of France, 
; and not in the north but in the south Pacific. 

I The suggestion that they are exposing them¬ 
selves to grave dangei-s is, of course, the attention- 
»getter. The fact that it is highly unlikely they 

• would be allowed to get close enough to be blasied 
T out of the sea or showered w ith radiation is beside 
jtthe point. So is the fact that much of the support 
.given them is based only on shallow emotion. There 
4is no doubt that there is a solid base of concern for 

what continued nuclear testing could do to man- 
i? kind. 

From this foundation a high rise of condemna¬ 
tion must build. But, unfortunately, Ihe Green 
peacers themselves could affect a slow-down. They 
have made their mark and now seem to be going 
«overboard which could lose for them some of the 
l real support they enjoy — at least financially. 

• Their Amchitka effort was not done on a shoe- 
l string. The first Greenpeace, a 72-foot halibut boat 

• with its 12 protesters who didn't get anywhere 

• near the test site for various reasons, was at sea

Even so. by 1985 Japan 
would have passed the Soviet 
Union in gross national prod¬ 
uct and only the United 
States, still very powerful but 
lagging, would be ahead 

Britain would remain a mu*

and in my first few days here.

Its small, compact 
force has never been better 
trained or equipped, its senior, 
officers say There ore many 
virtues In an army raised by 
voluntary enlistment, espe¬ 
cially now that rates of pay- 
are comparalae with those of¬ 
fered In the civil* service and 
industry. 

But despite small efforts to 
maintain (omt sort of global 
interest and global outlook, 
with engineer detachments 
working In many under¬ 
developed countries, the army 
is conscious that Its horizons 
are restricted 

Confidence In tiie Indefinite

and there is a lingering regrot 
that the chccriul.and useful, 
old school-tie relationship 
with Commonwealth officers 
may nut last, either. 

A whole new generation of 
potential military leaders is 
growing up in countries like 
India, and with these the Brit¬ 
ish officer class has had little 
contact. By continuing to at¬ 
tract foreign officers to the 
staff colleges. It will be possi¬ 
ble to retain some marginal 
influence and contact, but

Technology 
Defeated _

Throughout ihe Vietnam War, American 
ieaders have been hypnotized by the belief that 
technological superiority would eventually over¬ 
whelm the resistance of a brave and dedicated 
people. 

in tins respect ihe war is a logical extension of the 
American way of life The United States is technologically 
tiie most advanced country in the world and also the most 
completely committed to the delusion that all problem's can 
be solved through technology 

Americans believe that lor every headache'’ there is a 
pill that brings msUnt relief In Imktcluna tiie U.S now has a 
"headache" of monumental proportions For years American 
presidents have tried to cure it by administering niurderou* 
doses of American know-how, in tiie form of air power 

Since the North Vietnamese and their allies in the South 
stubbornly continue to tight. Americans assume that there 
must be a teclinical reason for their persistency They ere 
receiving too much hardware from the Russians Cut off the 
Soviet supplies, and all will be well

If only it were possible to cut off the enemy's supply of 
courage, and divert it to Saigoni Unfortunately there are 
limits to what American knqw-how can accomplish. Every 
day the way is making those limits increasingly clear. 

Why Is tiie its. losing in Vietnam? Hie reasons tin failure 
are not technical or military but political. Vietnam has ex¬ 
posed the crucial flaw in the policy of "containing" commu¬ 
nism by military means. 

That policy, followed ever since 1947. assumes that com¬ 
munism spreads through external aggression and that its ex¬ 
pansion. therefore, can be checked through military and eco¬ 
nomic support of reliable anti-communists 

All too often, however, the only reliable anti-commumsta 
have proved to lie reactionary politicians and generals unable 
to command popular support Vietnam offers a particularly 
clear example of this difficulty. For years the governments in 
Saigon have been corrupt and regressive and therefore un¬ 
popular

Containment was to be a policy at limited wars, and U.S. 
clients were to do most of the lighting. Lacking popular sup¬ 
port. however, tiie successive regimes in Saigon have been 
unable to resist the communists without American support in 
ever-increasing amounts. 

President Johnson, grudgingly recognizing this fact, com¬ 
mitted huge numbers of American troops to a protracted and 
inconclusive ground war. This policy, however, provoked a 
political crisis at home and forced him out of the presidency. 

In the name of "Vietnamization. ' President Nixon then 
returned to tha original strategy underlying containment. A 
stepped-up program of bombing was intended to enable Sai¬ 
gon to assume responsibility for the ground war. while troop 
withdrawals would neutralize the war as a domestic political 
issue. 

AAA 

It is now clear that Nixon's policy has failed on both 
fronts. Only a renewed commitment of American troops 
would have even tha remotest chance at staving off defeat; 
but this is politically intolerable 

lacking any real policy. Nixon thrashes vainly about, 
resorting to menacing gestures that jeopardize his shaky ac¬ 
cords with Moscow ami Peking and threaten t? undermine his 
image as a world peacemaker 

Nixon is nearing the end of his options and for that very 
reason is more dangerous than ever before in his dangerous 
career. His next step may be to order the use of tactical 
nuclear weapons. —. 

Escalation has become senseless and even suicidal, but 
Nixon is not up to the alternative, winch is to admit defeat. 

Americans would be well advised to turn to leaders who 
do not share tins particular scruple. President Nixon's ego 
has become a luxury Americans can no longer afford

It sets them apart from all 
other countries as the truly 
important world powers. 

In the same way. a space 
agreement centres on Russia 
and the United States as the 
only two countries with signif¬ 
icant capacity to explore the 
moon and beyond. 

Similarly, any trade agree¬ 
ment that is reached will 
have at its core reciprocal ar¬ 
rangements that would put 
the Russians in position to 
trade on equal terms with the 
capitalist goliath. 

Finally. underlying all these 
agreements is a set of con¬ 
nected treaties involving Ber¬ 
lin and Germany. What these 
treaties do is recognize the 
European territorial arrange¬ 
ments that liave grown up as 
a result of the victory by Rus¬ 
sia and the United States in 
The Second World War.

With so much to gain, the 
Russians were not going to be | 
easily put off from the sum¬ 
mit. They tried to look the 
other way when Nixon first 
began chivvying them in 
early April about their role in 


the North Vietnamese spring 
offensive. 

Even after the U.5. mined 
North Vietnamese harbors 
and bombed their cities and 
rail lines, it looked as though 
Brezhnev would successfully 
duck the challenge. 

Last Friday, he won a 
sweeping vote of confidence 
for his policy at a plenum of 
tiie party's central committee 
here In Moscow

In fact, however, there were 
two signs of trouble under the 
leadership blanket. 

At the central committee 
meeting. Boris Ponomarev, 
the party ideologist, was 
made a candidate-member of 
the Politburo a sign the 
party ideologues had to be 
conciliated. 

Peter Shelest, an advocate 
of a tough military stance. 
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was moved from his post as 
party boss of the Ukraine to 
be a deputy prime minister — 
a sign of resistance to the 
Brezhnev policy from the old 
alliance\>f heavy industry and 
the militi 

As the summit proceeds, 
Nixon has not related the 
pressure. In return for giving 


Moscow the status it aeeks, 
he wants a genuine Soviet ft* 
fort to promote a settlement 
in Vietnam. 

The trouble Brezhnev has 
already encountered suggests 
some tricky going. But if 
Nixon can pull it off. he will 
rank as a true diplomatic 
master.

David Sprin¬ 
gs te of Montreal, told a Com¬ 
mons committee ’Tuesday that 
11 of 18 companies studied, 
which received a total of 394 
million in grants, did not 
change their investment plans 
because of the grants and 
thus received the money as a 
windfall. 

Ed Broadbent iNDP Osha- 
wa-Whitby) called the con.pa- 
n 1 • s ' actions “corporate 
cheating.’’ while James 
McGrath (PC St. John# 


East) said the minister should 
Investigate Dr. Springate’s 
statements that some of the 
companies falsified their ap¬ 
plications for grants. 

Marchand said the "base" 
for Springate’s thesis the 18 
companies was very' narrow 
and scientific conclusions 
could not be drawn from it. 

The minister said the thesis 
was based on personal inter¬ 
views and no legal action 
could be taken by the govern¬ 


ment on the basis of Sprin- 
gate a interviews. 

But If Spriagate provided 
the names of companies 
cilcgcd to have falsified their 
giant applications, the min¬ 
ister would look into the mat¬ 
ter.

Japanese Strike Adds to Woes 


VANCO UVER (CP) A re 
duction in shipping services 
here and a seamen s strike in 
Japan have caused a 3b-per 
c*nt drop in waterfront em¬ 
ployment. a union official said 
Wednesday 

Don Garcia, area vice- 
president of the International 
Longshoremen's and Ware¬ 
housemen's Union, said the 
strike by Japanese sailors has 
kept their ship# from calling 
here for three weeks. 

But of more concern to the 
union is a reduction in normal 
shipping serv ices to this port 


because container shipping 
lines are concentrating their 
operations in Seattle 

This is far worse than the 
strike in Japan." Garcia said. 
"The strike will end at some 
point. ’’ 

He said the strike only 
added to the problem caused 
by tiie offloading of container 
ships at Seattle, from where 
Canadian cargo is brought 
here by truck. 

"Many longshoremen are 
out of work today because of 
these two factors.’’ the union 
leader said

Meantime. William Duncan, 
acting port manager, said

EDMONTON (CP) Alber¬ 
ta's proposal to raia* at isast 
850 million a year through in- 
c leased petroleum royalties ts 
emerging as a middle-of-the- 
road program somewhere be¬ 
tween the industry's desires 
and those of labor-oriented el¬ 
ements in Uie province. 

Wednesday was the second

Italians Strip 
Appian Way 

Of Its Statues 




ROME (AP> — Ancient 
•latue* are being removed 
from the Appian Way to a 


safer place in a museum just 
tlirce days after a vandal 
-smashed parts of Michelange¬ 
lo's Pieta in the Vatitan As¬ 
tonished tourists toid police of 
people stripping the "Queen 
of Roads" of its most precious 
relics, loading them on trucks 
and carrying them away. 

Police explained it was 
being done on orders from the 
supermteodency of arts. 

The decision dates to Sep¬ 
tember and by coincidence 
was being earned out after 
Uis/.lo Toth, a Hungarian em¬ 
igrant to Australia, allegedly 
disfigured the Pieta . with a 
hammer in St. Peter's Basili¬ 
ca Sunday, oiiicials said 

Olficials want to protect the 
-tatues from increasing van¬ 
dalism. 

They said people would 
smear the statues, scribble 
dirty words on them or even 
chip small pieces from them. 

Seven relics were being 
transferred to the National 
Museum of Diocletian's Baths 
including the five busts of the 
Hdarius Kuscus Tomb and the 
three busts of the Rabirri 
Tombs. 

They will be eventually re¬ 
placed with plaster copies 
along Uie picturesque Appian 
\N ay where they had stood for 
nearly 2,000 years since the 
ancient Romans turned the 
roadsides into a patrician 
cemetery.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
respected group of private 
economists said Wednesday 
American defence and domes¬ 
tic social programs are grow¬ 
ing faster than the govern¬ 
ment's ability to pay for 
them. They saidJhe only way 
to finance new projects in the 
next four years would be to 
i ut back exisluig programs or 
raise taxes. 

Based on an ln-dcpth analy¬ 
sis of the administration's 
proposed $246 3 billion budget 
for the 1972-73 fiscal year, the 
Brookings Institution staff 
economists also said the so- 
called post-Vietnam "peace 
dividend" or war savings had 
nearly evaporated, and that 
government aid to the cities 
was not effectively halting 
urban decay. 

Their findings were pub-‘ 
halted in a 468-page Inhik en¬ 
titled Setting National Prion-' 
ties; the 1973 budget. 

The economists did tail 
quarrel with the administra¬ 
tion's predictions of a healthy 
economic expansion tins year. 
Rather, they said, the big 
buildup in weapons systems 
requested by President Nixon 
— plus heavier spending for 
education, health care, urban 
rehabilitation and environ¬ 
ment — will guarantee a con¬ 
tinuing budget deficit for the 
next four years.

The board s publle works

now used. 

The matter was first raised 
by Esquimau which, accord¬ 
ing to Mayor Art Young, pays 
too much tor the use of the 
sewer system. But in an inter¬ 
view following the meeting, 
toting said that if Esquimau 
hadn’t complained. either 
Saanich or tlie city of Victoria 
would ha\c done so 

The 810 million sewsge sys¬ 
tem, completed last year by 
the regional board is used by 
V i.:tenia, Saanich. Esquimau 
Oak Bay, View Royal, the de¬ 
fence department. federal 
public works end Indian af¬ 
fairs departments 

The cost-sharing formula la 
hated on the daily Inflow into 
the system by the various 
users 

Young said the trouble was 
tne original figures specifying 
the dally Inflow were nevei 
checked; there was reason to 
believe that Uiey weren’t ac¬ 
curate 

According to the regional 
board's letters patent any 
participating municipality or 
party may request a review 
of the cost-sharing formula 
for tlie use of ths sewer sys¬ 
tem. 

In such s case, the letters 
patent provides for appoint¬ 
ment of an arbitrator who 
must be an engineer. The vote 
on tlie appointment must be 
unanimous. 


Gmuuug who told the board 
Wednesday that Keil wasn t 
the right man tor the job be¬ 
cause of his prior commit¬ 
ment to the regional board. 

Directors decided to review 
the matter at tlie June 21 
meeting. If they can’t agree 
ou an arbitrator, the B.C. 
Public Utilitiei Commission 
will be asked to appoint one. 

In other business, tlie re¬ 
gional board rejected a reso¬ 
lution urging tlie provincial 
government to consider legis¬ 
lation thut would compel 
forest companies to pay back 
taxes on land that is removed 
troni the tree (arm licence 
category tor real estate de¬ 
velopment 

Instead, tlie board appoint¬ 
ed an ad hoc committee to 
redraft tlie resolution 

The resolution had been 
drafted by tlie bonds execu¬ 
tive director according to in¬ 
structions from the board. 

Ihc decision to strike an ad 
hoc committee came when 16 
amendments to tlie resolution 
were proposed by directors 
within about 10 minutes of de¬ 
bate. 

Some directors felt farm¬ 


land should also be subject to 
lighter control by tlie regional 
board. The sudden release of 
large areas of farmland into 
the real estate market could 
be just as detrimental to the 
region’s planning as tlist of 
laud held under three farm li¬ 
cences.

Kouds in Elk-Beaver Lake 
Park will be improved at a 
cost ul to.ouo An amount of 
87.(410 was set aside as the 
regional board's share of pos¬ 
sible federal labor intensive 
programs and 81.200 will be 
spent for temporary chemical 
toilets at Cble Buy Hark 

The question of how direc¬ 
tors are elected to the region¬ 
al board was briefly dit>- 
cussed. 

Saaniph Aid Edith Gunning 
said direct election of ull 
directors by the public might 
be a good idea At present, 
only the directors represent¬ 
ing the unorganized tern- 
tones are elected to the 
hoard. Municipal represent- 


stives art appointed by their 
various councils. 

Mrs. Gunning said many 
citizens nad no idea ‘who 
governs them.”

I doubt whetiier grandmother would 
recognize today s ('olumbines, though, 
lor some o( the new hybrids make mag 
ruficent blooms as much as lour Inches 
across, and with spurs four inches long 
Nowadays, they oome in every Imagin 
able color, and are quick and easy to 
grow from seed or from purchased 
roots or root divisions. 



Aqutiegia nas the reputation of being 
a buggy" plant a reputation I don't 
Hunk is altogether deserved It IS true 
that two pests attack it with consider 
able consistency, but you don t get any¬ 
thing like the menagerie of aphids, 
thnps. leaf-hoppers and other assorted 
critters you would fuid on. say. a rose 
Moreover, the two common pests of 
the Aquilegta are (airly easy to control 
once you understand their rather pecu¬ 
liar life paLems 

One of these is the Columbine leaf 
Miner a tiny grub that tunnels through 
the tissues of the leaf making s pale 


colored serpentine trail zigzagging cra¬ 
zily across the surface of the leaf. 

If only a few leaves are so marked, 
•imply pick them off and bum them, 
and remember to cut down and bum all 
the spent topgrowAh during the autumn 
clean-up. Actually, if you are observant 
enough to spot an attack in its early 
stages, hand-picking like this is the sim¬ 
plest and most effective means of con¬ 
trol 

In psst years, spray mg or dusting 
against the leaf miner hasn't been of 
much help. For tiie grub is holed up 
comfortably INSIDE the leaf, where no 
aontact spray can touch hem. Now a 
days with the advent of systemic in 
»* ticidts the kuids which are Ukcu 
up iu tl.e sap and circulated to all pails 
of the plant it Is no trick at ail to 
control this annoying pest 

Another and much more serious 
enemy of the Aquilegia is the Calum 
bine Root Borer, s fat puik caterpillar 
which gnaws his way into the lower 
stem and burrows down into the fle>h> 
root, killing the plant. 

A reddish brown moth is responsible 
laying her eggs in the soil close to the 
plant These hatch out in late spring, 
and the baby caterpillars make their 
way into the plant stems and down into 
tne roots, growing big and fat as they 
feed upon the plant s sap and tissues 


Here again, thare Isn't vary much 
you can do once the borer has taken up 
residence Inside die root* ot your plant, 
and when you find a Oulumbine drooi >- 
ing ami wdtrng mysteriously, you can he 
pretty sure one of these plump, salmon 
colored grubs in is Use rout*. About all 
you can do at this stage is dig up the 
plant and burn it before tha caterpillar 
can turn into a moth and lay more of 
her infernal eggs 


Au»ut the only time you can attack 
the enemy with any hope of success is 
Just after the eggs hatch, while the tiny 
gruhlels are making their hazardous 
way across the short stretch of soil to 
the plant stems » 

Before the days a t modern soil truer 
hades, old-time gardeners made a rou 
tine practice ot seraping up the surface 
seal around each pet Aquiiegls and eo;. 
signing it to the garden bonfire. repis< 
mg it with good topsoil taken from 
some other part of the garden. This was 
done m early spring, and in this way 
(fie unhatched eggs, deposited the pie 
vions fall were destroyed before the 
plants were imaded 

Nowadays, the usual method is to 
treat tl.e soil around each plant with 
rttazimm or dikrdane rendering me 
toil ictnal uj the hatching grubs.

A Troubled Mission 

Rocky Road for Greenpeace Protesters 


By KL.Nfcb BALE! 'i 
VANCOUVER (UPI) - Tho 
Greenpsaco Thre# ha* been 
forced to weather more prob¬ 
lems than those presented by 
rough seas as it proceeds on 
Us dramatic voyage of protest 
to Mururuo Atoll, site of the 
planned French nuclear test 
sometime in June. 

Meanwhile, as the volunteer 
crew aboard the 3&-foot hand¬ 
crafted ketch Vega has been 
coping with the unexpected 
difficulties, the Vancouver- 
based Greenpeace Foundation 
has been hard at the prosaic 
work' of co-ordinating the in- 
tcrnatiunal protest efforts 
against the South Pacific test. 

The atmospheric test. 800 
miles northwest of Tahiti, will 
pack 77 limes the punch of the. 
Immb dropi»ed on Hiroshima 
and will be sixth in an un 
finished series of seven, five 
of which were fired last year.

DUNCAN — After a 
20-year sleep, Tzinquaw 
the thunderbird has 
awakened in the Cdw- 
ichan Valley. 

In past. when the Indian 
people were in need of power, 
the thunderbird came to their 
aid. Today, the rebirth of 
T/.inquaw. an Indian opera 
derived from legend, symbol¬ 
ize* a growing interest in na¬ 
tive culture. 

I’he opera relates the story 
ot a time when the Cowichan 
Indians suffered Irmn hunger 
and weakness because Quan- 
nis the killer whale had 


frightened the salmon away 
from Cowichan Bay — and 
because the peo)de felt that 
man alone could overcome 
the evil that was represented 
by the whale. 

Tzinquaw will be performed 
b> the Cowichan Indian 
Players this coming Saturday 
night al 8 p in. at Cowichan 
senior high school. The opera 
has not been performed for 
over twenty years — when the 
all Indian cast put it on 
throughout the major cities of 
B.C.
